CALGARY, Alberta.- The set¬ 
ting is the spacious auditorium of 
the Calgary Prophetic Bible Insti¬ 
tute, a fundamentalist organiza¬ 
tion, and it is a Sunday afternoon. 

The audience fills the seats on 
the main floor and overflows into 
the gallery which runs around 
three sides of the room—a thou¬ 
sand simple country-folk. 

Their homely dress proclaims 
them as being of small means, but 
their faces are shining with the re¬ 
ligious fervor of a God-fearing peo¬ 
ple.

his face, you forget everything 
else about his personal appearance. 
It is the expressive fighting face 
of a Mussolini—protruding jaw 
and all.

Now they are quietly 
wiping tears from their eyes; now 
they are laughing; now they break 
into thunderous applause; voices 
cry "Amen,” and "Yes."

Total Capitulation of 
Capital Demanded 
By Insurgents 

BURGOS, Spain. CP)—Declaring 
"several Madrid leaders” had tried 
to gain concessions in return for 
speedy surrender of the capital, 
insurgent Spanish officers today 
announced their flat refusal to 
deal with government authorities. 

The Salamanca headquarters of 
the Fascist armies announced 
“several” Madrid chiefs had “tried 
to obtain certain concessions in re¬ 
turn for rapid surrender of the 
capita!.’’ 

‘Must Be Total’ 

This was followed by a state¬ 
ment from insurgent general head¬ 
quarters here, declaring “the sit¬ 
uation of our army is such that 
it is useless to discuss the surren¬ 
der of Madrid, which must be 
total.” 

It was announced Fascist planes 
again had dropped proclamations 
on the capita], calling upon the 
population and the authorities for 
complete capitulation to "avoid 
useless spilling of blood.” 

Threaten Punishment 

The leaflets added; “If this sur¬ 
render is refused, the strength of 
the punishment will depend upon 
the resistance opposed to us.” 

A communique issued by the in¬ 
surgents at Salamanca said Fas¬ 
cist chieftains were not negotiat¬ 
ing with Miguel Maura, former 
minister of the Madrid govern¬ 
ment, for surrender of the capital 
“in a minimum of three days.” 
Women in Revolt 

“It is tiue, however,” the com¬ 
munique continued, “that several 
Madrid leaders tried to obtain 
from us certain concessions in re¬ 
turn for rapid surrender of the 
Spanish capital.” 

The insurgents also declared that 
women were demonstrating in the 
streets of Madrid, demanding that

Ending a lengthy and involved 
court contest involving the $100,- 
000 properties of John and Helene 
King, Orange, the United States 
supreme court today upheld a de¬ 
cision by Ben Tarver, referee in 
bankruptcy here. 

The contest was over involun¬ 
tary bankruptcy proceedings filed 
against Mr. and Mrs. King by 
creditors, demanding liquidation 
of their valuable properties. The 
contestants contended Mr. and 
Mrs. King had committed bank¬ 
rupt acts to which bankruptcy 
laws applied. 

From the Los Angeles district 
court the petitions were referred 
to Santa Ana, where Tarver held 
a series or hearings as referee in 
bankruptcy. He gave his opin¬ 
ion to the effect the Kings had 
committed only two bankrupt acts, 
where the law provides they must 
commit three if the bankruptcy 
law is to apply. 

The case then was taken hack to 
Los Angeles, then appealed by 
creditors to ninth federal circuit 
court, and eventually to the United 
States supreme court, which today 
refused to hear the appeal of the 
King's creditors. The Kings were 
represented throughout the litiga¬ 
tion by Forgy, Reinhaus and Forgy 
of Santa Ana, through Fred Forgy. 

Mrs. King is the mother of 
Henry and Mickey Walker, pro¬ 
prietors of a liquor store here.

Reporter Interfered 
With His Meeting 


BOSTON. (/P> The Rev. Charles 
E. Coughlin said today he was 
waiting over in Boston "to get a 
reporter” who, he claimed, inter¬ 
fered with a meeting between him¬ 
self and Rhode Island officials of 
his organizations. 

The reporter, John J. Barry of 
Boston, denying that he had at¬ 
tempted to interfere with the 
meeting, said he would be “glad” 
to meet the priest. 

Calls Him 'Interloper' 

Highly excited when he returned 
here from Providence where the 
incident occurred, Father Cough¬ 
lin paced the floor of his hotel 
suite and called Barry an "inter¬ 
loper." 

"If I see that fellow, T'll tear 
him to pieces,” said the priest. 

Barry, reached in Providence, 
said he was standing in a hotel 
corridor with other newspapermen 
waiting for the priest to leave the 
meeting. When the meeting broke 
up Barry said Coughlin appeared 
with an escort of Boston detec¬ 
tives. 

Reporter Tells Side 

The priest left his party, the 
newspaperman said, “snatched my 
glasses from my face, stepped 
against me, pushing me against 
the wall. It was very unex¬ 
pected.’’ 

Barry attributed Father Cough¬ 
lin's actions to an interview 
which occurred earlier in Boston 
when Barry said he questioned 
him closely. 

Told of Father Coughlin's threat 
“to got” him, Barry laughed and 
said he would bo glad to meet

County May Invest Its 
Surplus to Increase 
Interest Yield 


Maritime Body Asking 
Dock Dispute Truce 
Be Continued 


Orange county today was flirt¬ 
ing with the idea of becoming a 
half-million dollar coupon clipper. 

The lure of 5 per cent, although 
holding strong interest for the 
county’s supervisors, was success¬ 
fully withstood, as» the board de¬ 
clined to take action on Treasurer 
T E. Stephenson’s coupon pro¬ 
posal. 

Stephenson, in recommending 
that the board adopt a policy of 
purchasing wisely selected bonds 
with a portion of the county’s 
nearly $2,000,000 surplus, inti¬ 
mated the county might recoup a 
good portion of money now being 
lest through reduction of interest 
rates paid by banks. 

While members of the board 
were inclined to agree, some felt 
the policy would smack too strong¬ 
ly of gambling with the taxpayer’s 
money. Decision was delayed until 
investigation can be made. 

Specifically, Stephenson recom¬ 
mended the board purchase three 
Cypress school district bonds pay¬ 
ing 5 per cent, at a price of 
$1679.57, and two Laguna Beach 
High School district bonds, paying 
5 per cent, at a purchase price of 
$2308.74. The Cypress bonds have 
a $500 par value; the Laguna 
bends a $1000 par. 

In case the county decided to be¬ 
come a bond-clipper, it would in¬ 
vest in bonds over which it held 
control, and could thus guarantee 
their payment and eventual re¬ 
tirement. 

Stephenson pointed out that 
where the county once earned ap¬ 
proximately $55,000 yearly on its 
investment of surplus funds, it 
now makes only about $25,000. 

Banks now pay only 1 per cent 
on the inactive county accounts, 
and (2 of 1 per cent on checking 
accounts. 


WASHINGTON. UP> - Moving to 
avert a threatened Pacific coast 
waterfront strike, the maritime 
commission today requested ship 
operators and maritime unions to 
continue operating under agree- 
men' now in effect until the com- 
ijii:i.,ftn could complete an inves¬ 
tigation. 

At the same time the commis¬ 
sion announced Rear Admiral 
Harry G. Hamilton would proceed 
to San Francisco tomorrow “to 
carry on the investigation on the 
ground." 

"In the meantime and until such 
determination,” the commission 
said, "both the ship operators and 
the maritime unions not only are 
requested, but they are also ex¬ 
pected, to continue operating under 
agreements now in force. They 
are reminded that the first obliga¬ 
tion of each of them in this emerg¬ 
ency is to the public." 

The commission acted with only 
36 hours remaining before the ex¬ 
piration of a 15-day truce ar¬ 
ranged for negotiations designed 
to settle the west coast dispute, 
involving 37,000 workers, were 
proceeding.

fear” about the New Deal set¬ 
ting one class against another. 

Raps ‘Fairy Tales’ 
Speaking in Lawrence stadium 
from an open car, the chief execu¬ 
tive said he was certain the Amer¬ 
ican people would not be fright¬ 
ened by "fairy tales” in Novem¬ 
ber and added: "The people who 
talk about these class distinctions 
are the very ones who are encour¬ 
aging class antagonism. For they 
tell one story in the East and an¬ 
other story in the West; one story 
in the city and another story on 
the farm. That is not my way 
and never will be my way.” 

Mr. Roosevelt did not mention 
his Republican rival by name. 

'With Flying Colors’ 

He declared the "leaders" who 
were disseminating "this silly 
false fear" arc the men "whose 
blindness to facts and refusal to 
act, caused the real fear and the 
real danger of national disaster 
in 1932." 

After outlining in detail the ob¬ 
jectives and philosophy of his ad¬ 
ministration as having been based, 
generally speaking, on economic 
security, freedom of religion and 
full opportunity for education, he 
said; “We are coming through a 
great national crisis with flying 
colors.” 


TOLEDO, O. UPl Gov. Alf M. 
Landon, addressing Ohio's labor 
vote in this railroad center, said 
today that "Labor today has its 
false friends” who in other na¬ 
tions “have already betrayed the 
men and women who work." 

Praising Samuel Gompers, or¬ 
ganizer of the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor, for keeping "or¬ 
ganized labor from being de¬ 
stroyed by its socialistic enemies,” 
the Republican presidential nomi¬ 
nee said "his wisdom kept organ¬ 
ized labor from the great tempta¬ 
tion to participate in party pol¬ 
itics.” 

Champion Rights 

The R epublican candidate's 
speech here closed his personal 
campaign for Ohio's 26 electoral 
votes. 

“I am absolutely opposed to any 
infringement on the rights of la¬ 
bor to organize and any curtail¬ 
ment of the right of freedom of 
assembly,” the governor said as he 
addressed a crowd in a local thea¬ 
ter. 

"It is the government's duty to 
protect labor and the people in 
these rights." 

'Look Abroad' 

The candidate told his audience 
to "look abroad." 

"You will find,” Landon said, 
"that where autocrats and dicta¬ 
tors have sprung up from class 
hatred, where organized labor 
through its short-sighted leader¬ 
ship has participated in the po¬ 
litical creation of governments, or¬ 
ganized labor has been destroyed.” 


Warren Marr, alleged confidence 
man captured after a search of 
more than a year, will answer to 
arraignment Friday, on four 
counts of violation of the corpor¬ 
ate securities act, and five counts 
of grand theft. The arraignment 
was to have been today, but was 
postponed. 

Marr is accused by the district 
attorney's office of bilking five 
aged Orange county people of sav¬ 
ings amounting to virtually $10,- 
000 during 1934.

His partner, A. E, Acree, was 
convicted on similar charges a 
year ago, and now is serving a 
sentence in San Quentin state 
prison.

WASHINGTON. (/PI—Declaring 
that its aim was more normal 
trade relations, the United States 
government today put into effect 
what Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau termed “a new kind 
of gold standard.” 

Great Britain and Fiance took 
similar action as the result of a 
three-power agreement. Officials 
here said the pact was designed 
to curb currency speculation, put 
a check rein on exchange fluctua¬ 
tions and establish a free move¬ 
ment of gold among the three 
governments. 

Other nations were invited to 
join the new “gold bloc," and some 
government economists predicted 
it might spread within a few weeks 
to d large part of the world. 

The understanding provided that 
the stabilization funds of the 
three governments would exchange 
gold with each other, buying or 
selling as the occasion arises. 
Gold can no longer be exported 
from the United States by individ¬ 
uals, nor can it be purchased by 
nations not a party to the agree¬ 
ment.

C H ICAGO, <JP )—Intercollegiate 
football has booted the depression 
clear out of every college box of¬ 
fice in the nation in what looms as 
the game's greatest year since the 
boom days of 1927-’28. 

That, at least, is the conclusion 
of Major John L. Griffith, presi¬ 
dent of the National Collegiate 
Athletic association and commis¬ 
sioner of athletics in the Western 
conference, after a nationwide sur¬ 
vey. The directors of athletics, 
who once felt they might as well 
crack up their huge stadia and sell 
them for old bricks because the 
winds were blowing through empty 
stands, have changed their minds. 
The situation looks rosy to them 
now. 

Huge crowds turning out to 
games, some of them warm-up 
contests -not battles for a national 
or conference championship—have 
convinced Major Griffith that the 
game is definitely on the upgrade. 

Last Saturday, Ohio State’s 
battle with Pittsburgh drew 71,000. 
Minnesota played Nebraska with 
the turnstiles clicking to 53,000. 
Two weeks ago Duke opened its 
season before a record crowd of 
26,000 against Colgate, and the 
same day Washington and Minne¬ 
sota at Seattle turned them away 
after admitting a capacity crowd 
of 40,000. 

“Public interest in the game, as 
evidenced by the average ticket 
sales,” said Major Griffith today, 
"Will be greater this year than it 
has been for a number of preceding 
years. The years of 1927 and 1928 
witnessed the largest crowds that 
have ever attended football games 
in this country. 

“With the depression the atten¬ 
dance decreased, and 1932 regis¬ 
tered the low point. Since then 
the attendance has been steadily 
increasing. In the Western con¬ 
ference in 1935 it was 26 208 per 
cent ahead of that in 1932. 

“The greatest problem that con¬ 
fronts college football is that of 
keeping it on an amateur basis. 
As the game has grown in popu¬ 
larity there are many plans being 
put into effect, all of which tend, 
in some form or other, to lead 
toward commercialism in the 
game. 

“But so long as the newspapers, 
educators, and the public generally 
protest against the prostitution of 
amateur athletics, we may have 
no fear that football will go the 
way of all games that have become 
too highly professionalized.

CALIFORNIA CONSUMERS CONFERENCE 
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CLAIM STRIKE 
WAS LED BY 
RADICALS 

(This in the fifth of a aeries of ar¬ 
ticles submitted by the Orange County 
Protective association (an association 
of Orange county growers and ship¬ 
pers). It is the purpose of these ar¬ 
ticles to answer some of the many 
questions being asked daily as to the 
causes underlying the labor disturb¬ 
ances in agriculture. Do the majority 
of workers want to strike? Are the 
Communists active in these strikes? 
Are any other radicals connected with 
them? IVhat arc the factors behind 
the scenes? What has agriculture done 
about this all too serious situation?) 


The Mexican nationals in the 
United States may claim among 
their other good attributes that of 
patriotism. They have been loyal 
to their home country and obedi¬ 
ent to its representatives. This 
was well illustrated in Orange 
county, the Imperial valley, and 
elsewhere. In 1935 Cardenas be¬ 
came president of Mexico and 
adopted a course of action social¬ 
istic in many aspects. Upon open¬ 
ing the thirty-sixth congress on 
Sept. 1. 1935, he laid down certain 
principles, the first of which was: 

"The proletariat movement must 
be welcomed with open arms into 
the political system of the nation.” 
On Sept. 5, 1935, Cardenas de¬ 
creed an uncompromising program 
for nationalization of all church 
property. Protestant, Catholic and 
Jewish, he swept them all under 
government ownership. 

With the beginning of this ad¬ 
ministration Mexico entered into a 
wave of labor activities and strikes 
unprecedented in its history. The 
government seemingly encouraged 
such action until, of course, a 
strike was called against the 
Mexican National railways. A 
strike against the government 
transportation system was not 
against private employers so the 
government just issued an order 
terminating the strike and it was 
over. 

These statements are certainly 
not intended to create interna¬ 
tional feeling or show animosity 
toward our neighbors and their 
government as such but they do 
affect the labor situation here in 
Southern California and in that 
respect we are vitally interested. 

The Mexican population of Or¬ 
ange county has, we believe, been 
in the past particularly well sat¬ 
isfied. a happy and contented peo¬ 
ple. We do not believe that there 
is a county in the state with a 
Mexican population the size of 
ours where they are furnished the 
educational, hospitalization, Amer¬ 
icanization and domestic facilities 
that they are here. Especially are 
the conditions of employment as to 
annual amount of work available, 
wages and working conditions su¬ 
perior. The American employers 
have a feeling of kindness and ap¬ 
preciation towards these employes, 
both as individuals and employes. 
Their relationships have been ex¬ 
ceptionally good. 

During the summer and early 
fall of 1935 when Cardenas was 
making decisive changes in the 
governmental policies at home he 
also made many changes in the 
consular posts abroad. We as¬ 
sume these changes were for the 
purpose of filling these posts with 
political followers sympathetic to 
the Cardenas government. It is 
certain no follower of Calles 
would be retained in office. 

Such a change was made in the 
consulate at Los Angeles. Mar¬ 
tinez, an appointee of the previous 
administration, was removed from 
the office and Ricardo Hill was 
appoihted in his place. Hill had 
previously served in this office as 
a vice consul and had been re¬ 
moved after protestations to Mex¬ 
ico made because of his activities 
In a field workers’ strike in the 
El Monte area. 

Hill no sooner took charge of 
the consulate than he began to ac- 
tively and often openly work to 
organize the Mexican nationals 
The union favored was the before 
mentioned C. U. C. O. M. (Confed- 
eracion De Uniones Obreros Cam- 
pesinos Mexicanos) of Velarde 
The field secretary of this union 
had publicly testified that this un¬ 
ion had 360 members previous to 
this time. 

Picture Changes 

The workers had evidently 
shown no inclination to voluntarily 
join the union, by the mere fact 
that only 360 out of 6,000 or 7.000 
in the county had joined i.i these 
many months of organization ac¬ 
tivities, and only a dozen or so 
were citrus workers. The organ¬ 
izers had admitted the difficulty 
of getting members and holding 
them. This picture changed over¬ 
night. Hill appeared at public 
meetings, told the Mexicans to join 
the unions and they did. 

In September, 1935, the organi¬ 
zation work was well under way 
and going strong. Before the cit¬ 
rus harvest started in the early 
spring of 1936 the union members 
claimed over 1200 citrus workers 
not including field workers. 

Strike in Tustin 

We do not believe that Mr. Hill 
nor the other union orge'^zers de¬ 
sired to have any strike before the 
1936 season began. They ex¬ 
pressed themselves to that effect 
and of course it would mean call¬ 
ing a strike before the unions were 
sufficiently organized and pre¬ 
pared. However, the last of Sep¬ 
tember saw a strike of pickers 
called against a house in the Tus¬ 
tin area. This strike was success-

Repeal Fans Claim State 
Income Levy Denies People 
Right to Tax Themselves 


Abraham Lincoln Won the Hearts of the People 


Abraham Lincoln was tall, vig¬ 
orous, and sincere. He was a sim¬ 
ple westerner and he came to the 
White House in 1861, when the 
great crisis was to be settled. 

The famous speech, “The House 
Divided," won him the nomination. 
He plainly said that a nation can¬ 
not exist half free and half slave 
and must become one or the other. 
He made Douglas admit that 
“slavery cannot exist a day or an 
hour anywhere unless it is sup¬ 
ported by local police regulations." 

His knowledge of human nature, 
colored with humorous anecdotes 
and quaint picturesque stories, 
coupled with his sincere candor, 
won the hearts of the people. 

Only one problem faced the na¬ 
tion. The Ftepubicans in this elec¬ 
tion demanded “no extension of 
slavery." Before Lincoln took of¬ 
fice on March 4, 1861, the Con¬ 
federacy was set up. There were 
more than two divisions, for the 
North was divided in opinion. 
Some wanted to let the South go 
without bloodshed. Others wanted 
them rebuked by the sword. 

Horace Greeley said “We hope 
never to live in a republic where 
one section is pinned to another 
by bayonets.” 

James Russell Lowell thought 
that the seceding states were "not 
worth conquering back, even if it 
could be done.” 

It was a perilous situation. His 


eyes gazed upon a "sad and heart¬ 
rending spectacle.” The nation 
wondered how Lincoln would treat 
the issue in his inaugural address. 

He spoke tenderly of peace. He 
spoke tenderly like a mother to 
her quarrelsome children, but he 
spoke plainly that the nation must 
be preserved. 

He had his political enemies, but 
Professor West said, "The silent 
masses responded to his sympathy 
and answered his appeal with love 
and perfect trust, and enabled him 
to carry through successfully the 
greatest task so far set for any 
American statesman." 

Lincoln had a deep sympathy 
for the South. The war ended in 
Lincoln's favor, and the thirteenth 
amendment was added to the Con¬ 
stitution. 

Biographical Data 

Lincoln was born Feb. 13. 1809. 
His birthday is a national holiday 
because he gained a new freedom 
for humanity. He died April 15, 
1865, the victim of an assassin’s 
bullet. 

Lincoln was born of English 
stock in Hardin county, Kentucky. 
His father was Thomas Lincoln, 
a poineer. His mother was Nancy 
Hanks Lincoln. Self-educated, 
Lincoln was a farmer, storekeeper, 
ferryman and lawyer. Married to 
Mary Todd, he was the father of 
four sons. In the 1860 election, 
he received 180 electoral votes; 
in the 1864 election, he got 212.

“These citizens,” according to 
sponsors of the bill, “not only pro¬ 
test the personal income tax as 
the worst possible tax California 
could impose, but are demanding 
the right to say, now and in the 
future, how much shall be taken 
directly from their individual 
earnings and income from invested 
savings. They are also mindful 
that deficits can be wiped out and 
budgets balanced by slashing gov¬ 
ernment expense." 

Population Drops 

As another argument in favor 
of the measure they point to the 
fact that Florida, with a measure 
similar to Proposition 2 on its 
books, boasts a population in¬ 
crease of 10 per cent, while Cali¬ 
fornia, with a state income tax, 
shows a decrease of 1 per cent. 

The personal income tax, they 
claim, is imposing a triple tax 
on investors in California, before 
one cent of profit is possible. 
They fear it will drive new busi¬ 
ness from the state. 

It forces citizens, subject to its 
provisions and earning with their 
hands and brains, they say, to pay 
on the same basis as those clip¬ 
ping coupons for a living. No 
offsetting credit, such as allowed 
by the federal income tax, is per¬ 
mitted, and no wage or salary, 
however small, is safe from direct 
attack with this taxing power in 
the ligislature, they claim.

If there is any concerted local 
support of Proposition 2, it is 
keeping carefully under cover. 
Not many can be found to indorse 
the bill, which calls for repeal 
of the existing state income tax 
measure. 

Those you do find, however, 
have one cogent criticism to make 
of the existing law. 

■“It takes away,” they claim, 
"a fundamental right—the right 
to tax oneself.” 

Repeal of the tax would leave 
with the people themselves the 
right to propose or to approve 
any future personal income tax 
sponsored by the legislature, and 
leaves such power exclusively in 
the hands of the taxpayers, and 
removes it from the politicians 
who spend, according to propon¬ 
ents of the measure. 

Many Signers 

That there is considerable sup¬ 
port of the bill is indicated by 
the fact 267,342 voters signed the 
original petitions qualifying the 
bill for the November ballot. 

Proponents of the measure point 
to the fact that this is the largest 
number in the state's history to 
sign an initiative measure as in¬ 
dication of the support it will 
have at the polls.

While national traffic death rec- 
i ords drop 15 per cent—Orange 
county's highway killings mount 
higher and higher. Today they 
are more than a third higher than 
last year at this time. 

Why? 

Speeding cars, returning their 
passengers to the Los Angeles 
area and to other parts of South¬ 
ern California late on Saturday 
nights . . . unfamiliar road . . . 
an intersection . . . death. 

Sixty-Two Killed 

That's the series of circum¬ 
stances which lead to the typical 
fatal accident in Orange county, 
according to a survey of Cali¬ 
fornia highway patrol records. 
The toll now stands at 62 for! 
this year, as compared with 46 at 
this time last year and with 601 
for the entire year of 1935. 

Saturday night, especially in 
summer, with beaches crowded 
and highways dotted with rushing 
cars, is the time for most acci¬ 
dents. The later the hour, the 
fewer the travelers, the higher the 
speed, the more likelihood of a 
crushed skull, a broken pelvis, or 
the internal injuries which bring 
death to drivers and passengers. 

Temptation to Speed 

Fatal accidents occur principally 
on main highways, not only be¬ 
cause there are more cars on those 
roads, but because a wide, smooth 
boulevard is conducive to speed. 
The San Francisco bay district 
has found that out with its Bay- 
] shore highway; and Southern Cali¬ 
fornia has its Ridge route dotted 
I with wreckage and spattered with 
| human blood as the result of 
speld. 

Darkness and speed, generally, 
are the greatest contributing fac- 
| tors. Orange county's coast high¬ 
way is the deadliest stretch of 
road in the area, because more 
cars travel that road later at 
night than any other stretch of 
highway. 

Speed alone, with no other car 
involved, has blotted out 11 of 
this year’s 62 lost lives, as cars 
and motorcycles, traveling at high 
J speed, plunged down embank¬ 
ments, slithered into trees and 
posts, or flipped over on mis- 
| judged curves. 

Sunday Accidents 

More accidents occur on Sun¬ 
days than on any other day of 
the week, in daylight as families 
leave home for the weekly outing. 
But on Sundays traffic is heavy 
and drivers travel more slowly. 
Result is that Sunday accidents 
are usually minor in nature, while 
the Saturday night crashes more 
often end in death. 

It all boils down, the record 
shows, to speed—driving too fast 
for conditions. But drivers speed 
on, through darkness and fog, 
around blind curves. And 62 bro¬ 
ken and mangled bodies is death’s 
toll for Orange county from Jan. 
1 to Oct. 13. In the whole year 
of 1935, his record was 60.

Salad Should

To Meal

Salad, if it is to serve its pur¬ 
pose, must be made with a fresh¬ 
ness or a tang that will give the 
neccesary bit of variety to the 
heavy meal. This one of beets 
will add color both in taste and 
appearance. 

Jellied Beet Salad 
This colorful salad makes a good 
meat accompaniment. Cut cooked 
beets into small cubes. You will 
need 3 cups of them. Soak 1 table¬ 
spoon gelatin in U cup cold water, 
then melt in IV* cups hot water. 
Add 2 tablespoons butter, Vi cup 
sugar, 1 teaspoon salt and V4 cup 
strong vinegar. Pour over the diced 
beets, then place over a bowl of 
chopped ice and stir occasionally 
until the mixture begins to thick¬ 
en. Turn into individual molds 
that have been rinsed in cold 
water. Place in the refrigerator to 
harden. Serve on watercress.

SPANISH INTRIGUE 

WASHINGTON.—Some of the 
President's well-wishers, who think 
that only a major mistake in for¬ 
eign policy can defeat him, shud¬ 
dered a little last week at his 
closeness to the brink of inter¬ 
national catastrophe. 

Reason for their scare was Spain 
and the sharpness of the lines 
drawn between Americans over 
the Spanish Civil war. It will be 
hard for Roosevelt to keep from 
offending one side or the other.
